Impressive Ceremonies As Am- 
bassador Henrick Makes First

Verdun, France, June 5 — The 
first and only medal ever given 
by the United States government 
to any community in the world 
has taken its place among the 
cherished possessions of the city 
of Verdun, It was presented to- 
day by Ambassador Myrun T. 
Herrick "in the name of the Con- 
gress and the People of the Unit- 
ed .States," to the nuinicij)ality of 
Verdun "as a mark of America's 
appreciation of the valor of its 
defenders."
